MAYOE H E W IT T'S LATEST. 


The Brewers and Maltsters’ Union has 
led its membership into a very close quar­ 
ters, and the victims are likely to find out 
very soon the difference between the in­ 
alienable rights of men in a republic and 
the attempted 
tyranny of their labor 
union. The case of the brewers’ has been 
twice stated in these columns. 
It will re­ 
pay to briefly refer to it again in view of 
the present situation. 
Tire brewers and maltsters have a trade 
union that has for years «dictated terms to 
the master or employing brewers, and com­ 
pelled them to conduct their business at a 
disadvantage. These terms were not ob- 
)e tionable as to the wage rate, nor, gen­ 
erally, as to the working hours, but they 
were onerous and irritating, unjust and 
tyr; n deal on the question of employment 
of non-union men, the privileges de­ 
manded and the assertion of the Union of 
the right to determine and pass judgment 
■pon all issues arising between employers 
and employes. 
They were especially ob­ 
noxious in the matter of contracts exacted 
and the question of discharging men, the 
Union claiming the right to decide with­ 
out any interference on the part of the 
employer, whether a man should go or 
remain, no matter what the opinion of the 
employer might be concerning the em­ 
ploye, or the personal tastes and wishes of 
the former in the matter. 
This in itself 
was sufficient to cause a revolt on the part 
of any class of men having spirit enough to 
draw an independent breath. Whenever in 
this land, where individuality Ls the basis 
of any citizenship worth naming, any class 
of men deriving their support from the 
employer is permitted to dictate to him 
concerning the conduct of his own busi­ 
ness, to whom lie may and to whom he 
shall not pay wages; for whom he may and 
for whom he shall not labor, the individ­ 
ual inalienable right is gone, and the fires 
on the high altare of free government 
should he extinguished. 
It seems never to have entered into the 
thought of the employe brewers that the 
rights they claim and have—to organize for 
what they conceive to lie mutual protec­ 
tion and benefit—carries with it the same 
right in behalf of the employing brewers. 
They have now, however, discovered this 
essential truth. 
The master brewers a 
few weeks ago organized and issued a dec­ 
laration of independence, which, reduced 
to the minimum of expression, is: “ We 
will conduct our own business as we see 
fit, or cease to prosecute it at all.” 
As a 
result, the brewers and maltsters have been 
informed that their Union, for all social, 
helpful, moral, educational and beneficent 
purposes, will not be considered antago­ 
nistic to the business of brewing; hut that, 
as tyrannical and dictatorial institutions, 
they will not he recogaized ; that if A em­ 
ployes a non-Union brewer, B, C, I) and E 
do not propose to he forced to boycott A 
or cease business relations with him for 
exercising his inalienable 
rig h t; that 
there will he no lower wages paid in the 
future nor any new or greater exactions 
made upon employes, hut that no schedule 
of wages adopted by Brewers’ and Maltsters’ 
Unions will he recognized as having any 
binding effect ujion the employers; that 
every master brewer reserves to himself 
the right to establish local regulations for 
his own brewery, precisely as he does in 
his own household: that lie reserves to 
himself the right to employ or discharge 
whom he pleases, without asking the advice 
or consent of the Union, and that if 
his 
relations 
with 
any employe are 
unpleasant, or he deems the presence of 
the man detrimental to his interests and 
demoralizing in his force, or has an aver­ 
sion to the man for any reason, he will ex­ 
ercise the right to cease to employ him, 
regardless of his membership in any 
Union. 
It so happens that brewing does not in­ 
volve such a high degree of skill that it 
requires long apprenticeship to accom­ 
plish it. Untried men have been taken 
iuto employment to fill the places vacated 
by Unionists, and in a very brief time—a 
few weeks at most—have been taught to 
do their work with entire satisfaction. 
The “ scab,” therefore, becomes very soon 
as skilled as the man wearing the Union 
brand of excellence. 
Not a single brew­ 
ery in the United States, since the issue of 
the declaration, has been compelled, for 
want of workers, to close its doors for forty- 
eight hours, and so far as the beer-drinking 
public can discover, the product of the 
breweries has not deteriorated or lost any 
of the essential qualities of excellence. 
T W Union brewers—it should not be 
lost sight of—have not been refused work, 
save here and there, but have been “ con­ 
tinued on” in their situations wherever 
they saw fit to go to work. AH of them 
now “ out went out voluntarily, except in 
the eases of a few breweries in New York 
and one or two in the West. 
The dispatches of yesterday related that 
500 I nion brewery workmen who have 
been locked out for four weeks—that is to 
say, have refused to go to work as free men 
—on Monday marched to the office of 
Mayor Hewitt, of New York, and, led by 
Shevitch, the noted Anarchist—who ex­ 
citedly declaims every Sunday that this 
country is not nearly free eRough for him 
—asked the Mayor to do something for 
them. 
The Mayor advised the men to go back to 
work, shevitch said that if the men did that 
they would be called " scabs.” 
That was too 
m uch for the Mayor. 
He interrupted Shevitch 
and excitedly denounced labor organizations 
for their tyranny in coin rolling m en to join 
them. 
" I t i> a tyranny." b e said, " th a t no 
American will subm it to. 
You have h alf a 
m illion in two labor organizations, let us say 
two millions in the United States, yet you seek 
to cont-ol 5S (XX).(XX) of peopie. You have no 
right to take away my liberty. It is a violation 
ot law. You talk of ’.«cabs' as a term of re­ 
proach. I consider a * scab ' a m oral hero who 
rcfuiwsto surreuder his individual liberty.” 
However, Mayor Hewitt agreed to write 
to the Master Brewers’ Association asking 
them to assist the men, if possible to do so. 
If Mayor Hewitt continues in this strain 
and to live up to such doctrines; if he 
continues to protest that the stars and 
stripes alone shall float from American flag 
staffs over Government institutions; if he 
continues to hold that the Almighty Wis­ 
dom never granted to man a fairer realm 
than this, or greater liberties; that the All­ 
wise never gave men grander opportunities 
or afforded them wider scope &>r individ­ 
úe.! exertion and high acc «ijiu’shment 


darjger the ambitions of others to stand 
^irst in public place. 
The cause of independent, unrestrained, 
honest labor demands more Hewitts to 
sound the key-note of revolt against the 
terrorism and tyranny that binds the la­ 
borer hand and foot and makes him the 
puppet of dictatorial societies, employ­ 
ing against the best interests of labor 
itself, the weaponry of strike and boycott. 
No journal holds the cause of labor dearer 
than this. It stands for the fullest reward 
for all human exertion; its standard of 
nobility is that of self-helpfulness and hon­ 
est toil with either head or hand ; it be­ 
lieves that upon the homes of the Ameri­ 
can republic are dependent our free institu­ 
tions, and that it is essential these homes 
shall he representative of industry and its 
just reward. 
It believes in guarding the 
independence and capacity of the Ameri 
can workman not only from the assaults of 
foreign influences that would debase it, by 
introduction of a enassimilable mid an­ 
tagonistic class, to the level of Oriental 
servility and narrowness of reward, but 
from such domestic assaults as that of 
the Brewers’ and Maltsters’ Union. It is 
its pride that it stands in the interests of 
labor for sobriety of conduct, providence 
of habit, manly independence, and the 
freedom of the American worker from any 
and every influence that will prevent him 
from laboring for whom he pleases and 
at such wage as he chooses; likewise it 
stands for liberty on the part of any and 
all citizens of the republic to exercise 
the indefensible right to hire whom they 
please, when they please, and to conduct 
the affairs of their business—within the 
law—as their own judgments dictate.

ELECTBIC Ü -8I0R S. 


The San Francisco Mining and Scientific 
Press is of the opinion that the popular 
motive power for small aud medium ma. 
chinerv will very soon he almost wholly 
derived from electric motors. 
In San 
I* raneiscOj and Oakland they are now 
largely used for lathes, clothing manufact­ 
uring machinery, printing presses, etc., 
and are coming every day into more gen­ 
eral use. In all sections where water fall 
is available to operate dynamos, the Press 
believes electricity will supersede all other 
power within a large radias around such 
water-fall, and there are scores of places in 
California where such water-fall is availa­ 
ble. The utilization of these will take 
place not only as the demands of manu­ 
facturing require, hut the cheapness and 
cleanliness of electric power will create a 
demand for its use beyond any creation 
possible under the influence of steam mo­ 
tors. This is because, first, of the exceed­ 
ing low power motora that can he used, as 
light machines as one-eighth horse power 
being already in use; second, the ease with 
which it may he employed; 
for it is 
possible to bring it into every household! 
to operate the sewing machine, the churn, 
the washer, and on farms the pumps, 
grinders and crushers. These motors oc­ 
cupy small space, involve neither smell, 
smoke, dust, engineer nor fireman, and do 
not expose the user to the risks of explo­ 
sion, fire, etc. 
In mining sections a single 
waterfall can be made to evolve sufficient 
power to supply the motors for a consider­ 
able district for hoisting works, for mills, 
for concentrators, for pumping, etc. In 
San Francisco electric motors are used up 
to 100-horse power, and in Oakland the 
power presses of the largest daily papers 
are operated by electric motors. 
The 
labor-saving possibilities of these motors 
are such tlyit we may reasonably expect 
within a few years to find them in almost 
as general use in manufacturing as is the 
telephone in the business of communi­ 
cation. 
Science, in a recent issue re­ 
ports the latest developments concerning 
the use of electrical motors for street rail­ 
ways, and the conclusion is reached that 
it replaces horses with a great saving and 
that the electric tramways now in opera­ 
tion are economically conducted; 
thus 
that in use in Richmond is operated at a 
cost of $1 70 per day for a mileage of 
eighty miles per car for twenty ears, hut 
where the full complement is running the 
cost will he reduced to §1 50 per dav. 
W ith horses the cost formerly was from ¿5 
to fiG per day for a mileage of sixty miles 
per car. Applied to railroads the question 
of the use of the electric motor becomes 
very much more difficult, and such appli­ 
cation is certainly far distant. Yet these 
coa«iderations are stated as indicating the 
interest taken by electricians in the question. 
First the efficiency of a stationary steam 
power is far greater than that of a loco­ 
motive; the driving machinery of the 
electric motor is extremely simple, the 
armatures attaching to the axle and the 
field magnets resting on the truck; every 
axle would have its own motor, and in a 
train, say of six cars, three would lie 
motor ears, and thus the traction wheels 
would he in sucli a train at the lowest 
twenty-four in number, as against four in a 
locomotive, and speed and high grades not 
now 
possible could 
be 
accomplished, 
while on down grades, the motors could Ire 
converted into dynamos feeding the cur­ 
rent into the line. But at this point a diffi­ 
culty presents itself that remains to he 
overcome, and at which electrical scieuee 
as yet stands still—n station supplying a 
portion of a line must have a capacity 
equal to the maximum work required of it 
at any time, while the mean work might 
he very much lees. Says Science: 
As the m axim um may differ from the average 
work live or six times, we would have to equip 
stations of five or six tim es the present capseitv 
o í the locomotives, at a cost that would throw 
the balance iu favor of the present system un­ 
less there happened to be very considerable 
sources of natural power along the line. The 
remedy for this—a rem edy w hich cannot bo at 
present applied—is iu equipping the station? 
w ith storage-batt ries; charging them when 
the required power is below the average, draw 
ing from them w hen it Is above. 
But such storage batteries as would thus 
become necessary have not yet been in­ 
vented.

It is the desire of the Board of Directors 
of the State Agricultural Society to improve, 
as fast as available funds will permit, the 
property under the care of the Society. 
The success achieved in building and fur­ 
nishing the Exposition building is chiefly 
due to their untiring energy to furnish 
space, whereby the producer and artisan 
are enabled to make a proper display of 
their products. Having accomplished this, 
the next move is to so arrange the appur­ 
tenances at the I’ark for the comfort of the 
patrons, as well as the accommodations for 
an increased exhibit of live stock. To this 
end the Directors have authorized the rais­ 
ing and improvement oí the grand and 
spo.-_.ial stands as follows : 


TH E GRAND STAND. 
The north 354 feet of the grand stand to 
be raised two feet above its present level. 
The front row of posts to be set in iron 
caps, 011 top of brick piers. The middle 
and back row of posts to he set on top of a 
10 x12" Oregon pine sill. 
The posts sup­ 
porting the building to be cut off asuffi- 
cient night above the bottom to remove 
all decayed and unsound wood and leave 
the post in a good condition. 


THE SPECIAJ, STAND. 
The special stand to be moved forward, 
or east, from its present location forty feet 
at the south end and seventeen feet at its 
north end, and raised up two feet and set 
on iron caps on top of brick piers. The 
posts to be cut off at a sufficient bight 
above the bottom to remove all unsound 
wood and leave the post in a good condi­ 
tion. 
THE DIRECTORS’ STAND. 
The Directors' stand and the south fifty- 
four feet of the grand stand is to be taken 
down, and after the raising of the grand 
and the raising and moving of the special 
stand, a new Directors’ stand and fifty-four 
feet of new grand stand is to be erected 
connecting the grand and special stands to­ 
gether with two angles. The front posts of 
the new stand to rest on iron caps on top 
of brick piers, and the back posts of grand 
stand to rest on 10" x l 2" sill. 


BRICK PIERS. 
All the piers necessary to carry the posts 
are to be constructed of hard-burned brick 
of best quality laid in cement mortar, one 
barrel of white Portland cement to two 
barrels of lime being used, and with five 
barrels of sand in making the mortar. The 
bottom course to be laid double, and to be 
42" or five brick square on the bottom, 17 
or two brick square on the top. To be 
bedded one toot in the ground, and carried 
up at feast two feet or high enough to re­ 
ceive post. The holding down holts i" x 
24” long to be built into the piers with flat­ 
iron washers I 
thick and 6" square on 
the bottom for the purpose of securing the 
iron caps to the piers. 
Before setting post in iron « p , the 
socket will be partly filled with boiling tar. 
The lower section of iron cap to be tilled 
with cement, one part white Portland 
cement and one part sand, made liquid aud 
poured iu. 
ENTRANCE. 
The m ain entrance gate at Twentieth and 
G streets to be left as it is at present by cutting 
olf the posts which support the roof of the 
grand stand at this point at a bight corre­ 
sponding with the front of the building 
and bracing the wall in a shape that will 
render it secure ; the posts which support 
the gateway are to be taken up and brick 
piers built under them, and the whole to 
be left secure and to conform to the general 
appearance of the building. 


NEW APARTMENTS. 
The entire structure under the present 
grand stand wili be removed, and in its 
place will be a new building throughout, 
thoroughly ventilated, and apportioned as 
follows : 
Under the north end of the grand stand 
will be constructed the new boarding­ 
house, which will consist of kitcheD, pan­ 
try,^ dining-room and three chambers. 
Next 011 the south will he a large open 
bar, 20x200 feet in length, ceiled overhead, 
and on the west side neatly oiled and var­ 
nished. This will give an open space of 
40x200 feet. The twenty loet on the west 
or bar floor will be seven inches above the 
east twenty feet, which will permit vhe 
spectators to stand therein and view the 
entire backstretch. 
From the bar floor to 
quarter-stretch rail will be tilled in with 
dirt, with an incline of about one foot. 
The south fifty-four feet of the grand stand 
will be partitioned off into apartments for 
winter use of the lessees. 
There will be a new stairway constructed 
leading to the Directors’ stand, which will 
he fitted up somewhat similar to the old 
o te. 
The special stand will be provided with 
improved seats, and will compare favorably 
for comfort with any of the msdern ar­ 
ranged track stands. 
The ceiling of the 
bars and other rooms beneath the stand 
will be twelve inches higher than the old 
one. The entire structure will be over­ 
hauled, repaired and painted throughout, 
and when finished will present a very dif­ 
ferent appearance trom the old concern 
now in use. 
The moving forward of the 
Directors’ and special stands will give quite 
an “emptying” space where heretofore 
much confusion has been caused by the 
cramped space at th« bottom of the stair­ 
cases, landing as they did right at the en­ 
trance. 
The entry clerk's office will be removed 
to the south end, under the special stand, 
which will relieve the jam at the entrance^ 
where, heretofore, all who had business 
with this official were required to congré­ 
gate. 
NEW ADDITION to OBODNDS. 
It is also the intention of the Board to 
extend the inclosure around the new addi­ 
tion recently purchased on Twenty-third 
street, and remove the sheep and swine 
pens to this part of the grounds. Cattle 
and horse stalls will bs constructed around 
the outer edge of the property purchased. 
The carriage entrance is to be changed to' 
Twenty-third 
street, 
coming 
into the 
grounds on G street, exactly opposite the 
foot entrance on Twentieth and G streets. 
This will obviate the necessity of driving 
around among the stalls where horses are 
being cared for, and where there has here­ 
tofore been some ri«k in passing them. 
The new entrance will land exactly where 
the roadway crosses the track on the east 
side of the grounds. 
It is the calculation of the Directors to 


EXPEND ABOl-T $10,000 THIS YEAR 
Iu these much-needed improvements, and 
as soon as permissible to reconstruct the 
entire row of horse stables from the en­ 
trance, around and along H street. 
W ith increased accommodations and the 
encouragement now being extended to the 
breeders of live stock, both on premiums 
and raciug siakes, there is no reason why 
the State Fair each year should not equal 
in importance aud attendance those of aDy 
of the States in the Union.

People 
are beginning to discover that a few of the 
southern counties do not comprise the en­ 
tire State; that a couple of hours' ride from 
the Capital on the Central Pacific or the 
Placerville Railroad into El Dorado county 
will bring them where there is an abund­ 
ance of valuable land, cultivated and un­ 
improved, attainable at a reasonable price, 
and no charge for one of the most salubri- 
o«js, health-giving climates under the sun. 
W hile real estate has considerably ad­ 
vanced, it can still be purchased at a resson- 
aDle figure, and is being sought, not for 
speculative purposes, but for establishing 
permanent aud comfortable homes, secure 
frotu extreme cold, cyclones and floods. 
The am ount of acreage now under culti­ 
vation far exceeds that of the past year. 
On either side of the railroad from Rocklin 
to Colfax nearly every acre of iand is being 
improved or under cultivation.

T h e W ily M o n g o lia n s T o o C u n n in g fo r 
th e P o lic e . 
For the past ten days it has been known 
that gambling was going on in Chinatown 
and Chief Lee and his officers have been 
using their best efforts to arrest the gam­ 
blers and at the same time secure enough 
evidence to convict them.

A le x a n d e r H a m ilto n ’s S o n . 


E d s . R e c o b d -U n io n : I have noticed in 
the R e c o b d -U n io n that a son of the great 
A lexander Ham ilton is buried at Sacra­ 
mento. 
I was intim ately acquainted with 
him from 1841 to 1849 ic Wisconsin. He 
left Ham ilton Diggings, Wisconsin, in the 
spring of 1849 for California, coming over­ 
land, and arrived here in the sum mer or 
fall of that year. H e was mostly in the 
m ining camps, contracted chronic diur 
rbcea and went to Sacramento for relief 
and died while there—I think in the fall of 
1850. 
H e came to what was called the far West 
at an early date, settling in St. Louis. 
Then he removed to Springfield, Illinois. 
In 1827 he discovered Hamilton Diggings 
in southwestern Wisconsin, in Lafayette 
county, thirty-two miles northeast of Ga­ 
lena, Illinois, a lead mine that had consid­ 
erable proportions. There is a sm all town 
there at present called Wiota. 
Lafayette 
county was formed by a division of Iowa 
county, and it was Mr. H am ilton who had 
it named Lafayette county, as he expressed 
it, by reason of the close intimacv between 
his father and General Lafayette.' 
He lived at Hamilton Diggings nearly 
all the time from 1827 to 1849. W hile living 
there he engaged in the Black Hawk war. 
He was a Colonel, and distinguished himself 
for efficiency and bravery, and fought suc­ 
cessfully at least one very im portant battle. 
H e served several times in the Territorial 
Legislature of W isconsin; was a candidate 
for delegate to the Convention thnt framed 
the Constitution of Wisconsin in the fall 
of 1847, but was defeated by three votes. 
He contested his seat, and made an argu­ 
m ent before the Convention in his own be­ 
half, of which any statesman might well be 
proud. It was published at the time in the 
Madison papers. 
Mr. Hamilton was a good surveyor, a 
good lawyer and an excellent speaker. He 
was never married. I think he was the 
youngest son, if not the youngest member, 
of the family. In politics he was a Whig 
and a great admirer of H enry Clay. In 
conclusion I will say that he was always 
honest and conscientious with his fellow- 
man.

F o r F if te e n Y e a r s . 
Deputy Sheriff Riley, of San Francisco, 
last night lodged in the City Prison Clar­ 
ence L. Caskey, who was sentenced yester­ 
day morning [by Judge Toohy to serve 
fifteen years in the Folsom State Prison, 
for the crime of arson. Claskey was the 
mate of the bark Brussels and with the 
steward, Charles R. Backman, set fire to 
the vessel. Backman was convicted by a 
jury last week and was sent to San Quen­ 
tin for thirty-five years. Caskey pleaded 
guilty, asserting that his crime was due 
entirely to the mastery which the evil 
mind of the stajvard had obtained over 
him. On Saturday he desired to withdraw 
his plea, and wanted a trial, shrinking 
from the certainty of a term of years in 
prison; 
but yesterday he said he was 
ready to receive sentence, and onlv re­ 
quested that he fce sent to Folsom, to be 
apart from Backman, who, he says, will 
surely kill him if au opportunity is af­ 
forded. Judge Toohy said that the hyp­ 
notic argument was nonsense, and that the 
mate, in command ot the vessel, should be 
held to account for nis awful crime, and 
added : “ If it had not been for this mis­ 
step, your employers inform me that you 
would now be in command of a ship, pro­ 
moted to the grade of Master.”

An al­ 
most rainless spring has disappointed the 
hopes of fanners in that section of country. 
Practically, there will be no grain harvested 
at all, except the sum mer fallow, which 
will yield enough for seed Durposes, but 
little surplus over that. Grain will have to 
be cut for hay, the supply of natural and 
artificial grasses for fodder being too insig­ 
nificant to notice. An unusually warm 
April, with nc showers worth speaking of, 
has told very heavily on vegetation and 
grasses. 
However, it’s an ill wind that 
blows nobody any good,and fruit-raisers and 
vineyardists are likely to remember the 
present season as one of the most bounti­ 
ful that has ever smiled on them . 
The 
orchards in the foothill region of this gpd 
El Dorado county are so loaded with fruit 
that one-third of it has to be untimely 
picked to protect the overweighted branches 
from being broken. Not only do fruit 
trees look well, but vines also. The latter 
are free from disease, and the promise of 
the vintage is most hopeful. W hile it could 
be wished that there was a better outlook 
for cereals, the abundant yield of orchards 
and vines will do much to atone for a nig­ 
gard and unsatisfactory grain harvest.
